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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. This application has been filed with informal drawings which are acceptable for 
examination purposes only. Formal drawings will be required when the application is allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2)» and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before tiie invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Shiima et al. (US 
6,336,811). 

Re claims 1-2, 10-11, and 17-18, Shiina et al. discloses an information apparatus 
comprising a display screen (13), a picture control apparatus (11) , a projector (12) a motion 
control apparatus (14), and a motion base (15) of figure 1, where the motion control apparatus 
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(14 of fig. 1) comprises a motion detector called an MCL control (35 of fig. 4) for detecting a 
motion related signal and checking whether or not the motion occurs in accordance with an 
image signal from the DPRAM (34 of fig. 4), the detector is comparing the fi-ame N + 1 to the 
frame N for determine the motion vectors (fig. 5/6C). Shiina further teaches a generator (col. 
6, lines 63 though col. 7, linesl-48) for generating a motion control signal in accordance with the 
motion related signal to control the motion (15 of fig. 1), where the process has been perform by 
the motion control apparatus (14), particularly shown in figure 6. 



Re claims 3-^ 12-16, and 19-23, Shiina also teaches a driving device is a base motion 
(15) has a servo control (37 of fig. 4) for driving a chair, where the person is sitting on as shown 
in figure 1, and has an actuator to move the base motion as shown in figures 14-20 and where the 
control apparatus is controlling the base motion (15) that contains a plurality of components (fig. 
14). Shiina shows an display (17 of fig. 8) for displaying an image that includes a predetermined 
portion of the image coordinates (fig. 9), and the motion based is operable to perform a 
horizontal component, a magnification, a rotation component accordance of motion vectors (cols. 
9 and 10), where the control apparatus for comparing the frame N+1 to the frame N (fig. 6) for 
each block composed of a plurality pixels at a predetermined position within a frame N+1. 



4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Hodges et al. (US 5,807,114) discloses a system for treating patients with anxiety 
disorders.
